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Arabs 
closer 
and Israelis 
to agreement 


JE R U S A L E M (U P I) - Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance said today some 
seemingly irreconciliable differences be­ 
tween the Arabs and Israel “ have disap­ 
peared” but the gap between both sides 
on procedural and substantive issues re­ 
mains wide. 
Nevertheless, he expressed hope the 
Geneva peace conference could be 
reconvened by the end of this year. 
Vance told reporters that progress had 
been made in narrowing differences 
between Israel and the Arabs on what 
the nature of peace should be. but “ there 
has been no narrowing of the gap since 
we left Taif, Saudi Arabia.’’ 
One of the thorniest problems was 
Palestinian representation at the con­ 
ference. 
“ If the Arabs insist on having the 
Palestine Liberation Organization at the 
Geneva conference, there will be no 
Geneva conference,” Vance said. 
“ I would have liked to make more 
progress on this trip,” he said “ Sharp 
differences remain, but it has been 
useful.” 
But, he said, “ It is my belief that the 
Arabs really want to make peace and I 
believe Mr. (Prim e Minister Menahem) 
Begin wants to make peace as well.” 
Vance said the gap between the two 
sides on both procedural and substantive 
issues remains wide, including the in­ 
ability to resolve Palestinian representa­ 
tion at Geneva. 
But. he said, all the parties in the 
Arab-Israeli conflict are united on the 
need for the Geneva talks, have defined 


their positions as never before and ex­ 
pressed a willingness to examine all the 
key issues. 
Therefore, Vance said, “ these develop­ 
ments should produce a firmer founda­ 
tion for the discussions which I hope to 
have with the respective foreign 
ministers at the time of the U N. 
General Assembly, which will meet in 
New York in September 
“ Let me say that fundamental dif­ 
ferences remain.” Vance added “ The 
parties remain divided on key issues 
which must be resolved if progress must 
be made toward a settlement. These in­ 
volve both procedural and substantive 
questions 
“ At this point, it is my hope the 
Geneva conference will be convened 
before the end of this year.” 
Vance declined to spell out the dif­ 
ferences between the Arabs and Israelis 
but indicated he has been able to narrow 
the gap on some issues that previously 
were thought to be irreconcilable. 
He indicated the further narrowing of 
the gap would be undertaken at the 
foreign ministerial conference in New 


York and only then would there be a deci­ 
sion on whether to proceed to Geneva. 
Left unresolved was the question of 
Palestinian representation at Geneva. 
Vance said Israel made it “ very clear” it 
does not want the Palestine Liberation 
Organization to sit with it at the 
negotiating table. 
Begin said earlier that Vance had not 
applied “ one word of pressure ” on 
Israel to accept PLO participation at 
Geneva. 
“ I emerge from the meetings in a good 
mood,” Begin said after a 3Vz hour morn­ 
ing session with Vance and his aides and 
top Israeli officials. 
“ Various problems were raised, but 
there is no confrontation,” he said. 
“ We re all optimistic. Jews are opti­ 
mistic by nature.” 
Begin said it was clear the United 
States had no intention of working for a 
change in U N Security Council resolu­ 
tion 242, which refers to the Palestinian 
question only as a refugee problem. 
The Israel prime minister said the 
next step toward a peace agreement 
would be parallel talks in New York

CAC programs designed 
for variety of people

A Lompoc city councilman tired of 
rampant vandalism has triggered action 
that may help shackle rising crime in the 
city’s streets. 
Councilman E C Stevens’ plea for a 
movement to stem juvenile vandalism in 
Lompoc recently spurred City Council to 
form a committee to seek remedies to 
the problem. 
“ It reached a head with the Ryon Park 
fire we had that destroyed all the youth 
ahtletic equipment 
(about 150,000 
worth),” Stevens said. 
“ But just before that, two new trees 
were tom down in front of the Municipal 
Pool and then there was the spray 
painting of the schools ... there has just 
been a lot of vandalism throughout the 
city 
“ It is absolutely time we cease letting 
people like (vandals) run the com­ 
munity. determine what kind of parks we 
are going to have, how our schools are 
going to look .. we have to go to war with 
it!” 
So far, the vandalism committee is 
still in the embryonic stages 
Besides Stevens, it includes Coun- 
cilwoman 
Elinor Lefkowitz. General 
Manager Rennie L Adam of the Record 
and seats have been offered to Lompoc 
Police Chief J D 
Smith, Municipal 
Judge Terrill F. Cox and a represen­ 
tative from the Lompoc Unified School 
District — which was severely van­ 
dalized in recent months. 
The Record played a direct role in the 
apprehension of a suspect in the Ryon 
Park blaze when the paper offered a 
$1,000 reward for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of the arsonist 
who ignited the inferno. 
As a battle maneuver, the city also is 
considering a 
reward for tips on 
criminal activity. 
In late July, City Council asked City 
Attorney Alan Davidson to check the 
legalities of the city rewarding in­ 
formers. 
In a report to Council dated August 5, 
Davidson confirmed the city could legal­ 
ly reward informers. 
The two-page 
report also noted the city probably could 
recover the reward “ from the culprit” 
only after a criminal trial and only if the 
crime involved public property. 
Stevens supports 
a city reward 
system 
“ It is my thought that if we could offer 


a reward program, it might be very 
useful in dealing with the problem.” 
The former Lompoc mayor estimated 
that 80 per cent of vandalism in the com­ 
munity “ was probably done by 50 people 
or less 
He indicated a reward system 
could make inroads more effective 
against this small group. 
Besides a reward system. Stevens also 
suggested “ preventative maintenance 
sentences” as a possible incentive to 
obey the law. Under this scheme, van­ 
dals would be sentenced to correct 
damage done — i.e., to remove graffiti 
painted on walls 
As of yet. Lefkowitz said she could not 
offer any solutions to the chronic dilem­ 
ma But the council woman is no less dis­ 
tressed by Lompoc’s crime situation 
than is Stevens. 
“ Someone is doing this premeditated 
vandalism as a lark and it must be stop­ 
ped,” Lefkowitz said “ We’ve just had 
enough!” 
Detailed city statistics were not readi­ 
ly available, but juvenile officer Gary 
Libby of the Lompoc Police Department 
estimated vandalism and especially 
graffiti painting were up about 50 per 
cent over last year while juveniles 
caught with liquor had climbed almost 35 
per cent. 
And, Libby did not think juveniles were 
getting an unfair share of the blame for 
city crime. 
“ Almost all the crimes we get in this 
town are committed by juveniles,” Lib­ 
by said “ Just off the top of my head, I 
would say juveniles are involved in 75 
per cent of all crime. 
“ Take this one subject. 
He is 15, or 
maybe 16 now. He is so professional, he 
can get into any locked car, I would say, 
in three to five seconds.” The juvenile 
mentioned is now on probation for 
burglary. 
“ I don’t think it matters which town or 
city,” Libby claimed, "you’ll 
find 
juveniles commit most of the crim es.” 
For now, any impact the vandalism 
committee may have on the c ity ’s 
cancerous crime condition will have to 
wait. Police Chief Smith and Judge Cox 
are on vacation and Stevens will leave 
next week to take care of personal 
business on the East Coast 
Stevens said the first meeting date to 
“ explore ideas and recommendations” 
has been pushed backwards from this 
Thursday to sometime, hopefully, in ear­ 
ly September. 


Bulldozers 
used to fight 
massive fire 


(Editor’s note: This is the second in a 
series of three articles explaining the 
structure, functions and objectives of the 
Community Action Commission.)

The Community Action Commission is 
a $2 million umbrella for social services 
throughout the county 
According to a CAC brochure, 
Basic 
human needs of food. work, housing, 
care of the young and the old. the han­ 
dicapped and disadvantaged are intrin­ 
sic to the program goals advocated by 
CAC.” 
The commission operates federal and 
local programs on monies — nearly $2 
million last year - gleaned from 
national, state, local and private 
sources. 
There are several CAC programs un­ 
der the federal Comprehensive Employ­ 
ment Training Act. This act is designed 
to provide on-the-job training, work ex­ 
perience, vocational and basic education 
for those with low incomes 
To be accepted for a CETA program, a 
person must apply at the centers in Santa 
Barbara or Santa Maria. A counselor 
makes an assessment of the person's 
employability and qualifications and 
places the applicant in a program if pos­ 
sible. 
Target groups for Santa Barbara 
County CETA programs — those most 
eligible — include women, welfare 
recipients, youth, older 
workers, 
minorities, handicapped, veterans, ex­ 
offenders. undereducated and persons of 
limited English speaking ability. 
The Subsidized Training and Employ­ 
ment Program (S T E P ) under CETA is to 
prepare and move adults 18 and older 
with limited skills and education into 
permanent jobs. 
To do this, S T E P provides three kinds 
of services: paid work experience in 
public organizations for adults 45 or 
older; paid on-the-job training in private 
companies for adults between 18 and 45 
and affirmative action internships for 
college educated minorities and women 
According to the recent CAC financial 
report for 1976-77, some $231,841 went to 
ST EP. 
Another CETA program is the North 
and South County Mini-Schools, with a 
combined budget last year of $98,960 


The Mini-Schools prim arily provide 
basic education to young people 
Each student has an individual course 
of study and works at his or her own 
pace Those under 18 may earn a high 
school diploma, over 18 may prepare to 
pass the G ED (General Educational 
Diploma) examination 
The Summer Youth Employment 
Program is also under CETA. utilizing 
some $217,091 to provide work ex­ 
perience for people between 18 and 21. 
The young people may also attend a 
Mini-School as the purpose of the 
program is to guide out-of-school youth 
back into school, training or work. 
In addition to several similar CETA 
p ro g ram s, o th e r fe d e ra l CAC- 
administered services include Head 
Start, day care centers and food stamp 
sales 
The commission offers programs 
geared especially for senior citizens. The 
m ajor needs of county seniors are 
adequate nutrition, housing, transporta­ 
tion, health services and access to other 
social services 
The CAC runs nutrition centers 
providing free meals and transportation 
networks throughout the county for 
seniors. Rent subsidy programs help 


seniors on limited incomes improve their 
living conditions 
Senior Centers in each community of­ 
fer older people a place to go for enter­ 
tainment and socializing, as well as for 
information. 
CAC Homemakers work in the homes 
of the elderly, blind or disabled, allowing 
them to remain in their own homes in­ 
stead of being institutionalized 
The commission picks up the tab for 
the Homemakers, providing not only aid 
for the seniors, but jobs for the workers. 
All of the above programs are on­ 
going, but CAC also sponsors one-time 
operations Staff members are constant­ 
ly seeking new projects to satisfy the 
needs of the county residents and new 
sources of revenue 
Such one-time projects include paying 
utility bills for families who are unable 
to do so. or weatherizing homes of low in­ 
come families (saving energy and lower­ 
ing utility bills). 
Many county residents are not aware 
of the broad scope of CAC services and 
the availability of the services for those 
who qualify. 
The specific impact of the commission 
programs in Lompoc will be analyzed in 
the final installment of this series.

For the first tim e, firefighters 
deployed bulldozers — equipment nor­ 
mally banned by law from wilderness 
areas — to the Ventana Wilderness Area 
today in an effort to keep the 88.400 -acre 
Marble Cone blaze from consuming the 
Carmel River watershed. 
About one-quarter of the watershed 
above the San Clementa Dam has been 
destroyed Further destruction threatens 
the valley and its tens of thousands of in­ 
habitants with massive erosion and floo­ 
ding during the rainy season. 
Under the Wilderness Act of 1964, 
motorized equipment is prohibited in the 
Ventana area except in the most ex­ 
treme emergencies. Firefighters have 
been using hand tools to construct fire 
lines. 
A1 West. Los Padres National Forest 
supervisor, regretted the use of 
bulldozers but said: 
“ We have run out of all other alter­ 
natives to stop this fire. Without taking 
this step, the fire eventually would con­ 
sume an additional 25,000 acres of the 
Ventana Wilderness and more of the 
Carmel Watershed ” 
The bulldozers utilized a jeep trail, 
abandoned when Ventana was classified 
as a wilderness in 1969. as the base for a 
new fire line Forty-nine miles of fire 
line have been constructed, providing 40 
per cent containment of the fire.

Merger of eight agencies 
said considered by feds 
New construction 
down from last year 
LOS A N G ELES (U P Il - The White 
House and cabinet departments are now 
studying a proposal to merge eight 
federal agencies into a “ superagency” 
for border problems to end rivalry and 
poor cooperation among them, The Los 
Angeles Times reported today. 
The Times Washington Bureau said it 
obtained a copy of the report, prepared 
by the White House Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget and Office of Drug 
Abuse, with representatives of the Tran­ 
sportation, Justice and Treasury depart­ 
ments. 
“ The most obvious example of overlap 
and duplication of effort” is the federal 
force on the border with Mexico, the 
report was quoted as saying 
“ Each of the border agencies is 
responsible for a specific part of border 
control and each agency pursues its own 
missions, sometimes in competition with 
the other federal border agencies and in­ 
terests.” it said 
“ When conflict between agencies ap­ 


pears, there is no effective mechanism 
to resolve the problem Even though in­ 
teragency agreements exist in writing, 
the operating problems continue.” 
There is little cooperation between 
Border Patrol officers hunting down il­ 
legal aliens and Customs Service agents 
patrolling the same area for narcotics 
and other smugglers, the report said. 
If both were,put in the same agency, 
the report said, the combination would 
create a framework that could absorb 
the border functions of other federal of­ 
fices, 
such as the A g ricu ltu re 
department’s Plant Health Inspection 
Service, the federal Grain Inspection 
Service, the Drug Enforcement Ad­ 
ministration and others. 
The study warned that the reorganiza­ 
tion may so annoy bureaucrats losing 
their fiefs that there will be “ a possible 
loss of effectiveness” due to “ personnel 
turbulence,” especially among "m id 
level and senior management as dupli­ 
cate organizations are merged.”

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
More than 500 persons have 
burned to death in pre-1977 
Ford Pintos because the gas 
tank is located in such a place 
that it can explode during a 
rear-end collision, a magazine 
article released today said 
It also claimed Ford could 
have avoided the problem by in­ 
stalling a $1 piece of plastic, 
now used on 1977 models, but 
decided not to do so. 
The report said as a result 
there could be at least 70 fire 
deaths per year in Pinto acci­ 
dents in the future since there 
are about 2 million of the 
“firetraps” still on American 
highways. 


The report was released by 
Mother Jones m agazine in 
which the article, by Mark 
Dowie. appeared 


Mother Jones, a monthly 
named after a turn-of-the cen­ 
tury reformer, is published by 
the San Francisco-based Foun­

Ford Vice President Herbert

Pintos, all 1976 models, found 
only one that failed a govern­ 
ment safety standard requiring 
fuel tanks to have acceptable 
levels of leakage in 30 m.p.h.

Idi Amin alerts pilots 
to suicide mission' 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - 
Ugandan President Idi Amin 
has told his air force pilots to 
prepare immediately for “an 
impossible suicide mission,” 
Radio Uganda said today. 
Amin called the airmen to 
Entebbe International Airport 
to tell them of the arrival of 
new military aircraft from the 
Soviet Union to replace planes 
destroyed in the Israeli raid in 
July, 1976, and earlier this year 
d uring a m ilita r y plot to 
overthrow him. The new air­ 
craft were believed to be MiG 
fighters 
The radio said Amin warned 
the p ilots they “ m ust be 
prepared for an impossible 
suicide mission in the very near 
future” alongside fliers from 
other countries friendly to 
Uganda. 
The report did not identify the 
countries or describe the object 
of the mission except to say it 
was “confidential.” 
But Libya’s mercurial leader. 
Col Moammar Khadafy, is es­ 


pecially close to the Ugandan 
regime and in the past has 
provided Amin with both finan­ 
cial aid and aircraft. 
Amin has often threatened to 
attack neighboring Kenya and 
Tanzania, and several days ago 
he said he would not hesitate to 
take military action against 
countries harboring Ugandan 
exiles hostile to his rule. 
On Monday it was reported 
that various exile groups from 
the United States. 
Britain. 
Kenya and Tanzania were 
meeting in Zambia to try to 
form a common front and pos­ 
sibly a government in exile.

television Monday night. 
Murcer had telephoned Scott 
earlier in the day, saying he 
would try to hit a homer for the 
bed-ridden youth 
Just after the blast, ABC-TV 
sportscaster Keith Jackson an­ 
nounced the home run was hit 
for young Scott, who, Jackson 
said, was dying of cancer. 
This was the first the boy had 
heard of his condition. 
Scott was placed under seda­ 
tion in his home in suburban 
Calumet City, stunned by the 
knowledge that he has had 
cancer for at least three years 
and has less than two months to 
live 
The boy has been bedridden 
all summer, spending much of 
his time watching the Chicago 
Cubs develop from perennial 
losers into National League 
pennant contenders. 


The team was informed of 
Scott's condition by a Crull 
family friend and arranged for 
a phone call from Murcer 
before the Cubs-Pirates game 
“It was wonderful entertain­ 
ment for him.” Scott’s father, 
Dwight, said and told of the 
boy’s devotion to the Cubs “It 
w as 
w o n d erfu l 
fo r him 
(Murcer) to call here But this 
(announcement) has been a bad 
thing for Scott. We’ve all taken 
it real hard ” 
When Murcer delivered Scot­ 
t’s home run, Cubs’ official Jim 
Davidovich passed a note to 
J a c k s o n , 
w ho

the 
nationwide audience it was hit 
for Scott Crull, a boy dying of 
cancer.

Young meets

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - 
Drought-caused losses to Cali­ 
fornia’s No 1 industry, agricul­ 
ture, will “likely” total about 
$800 million — well below 
earlier projections, according 
to state farm officials. 
The Department of Food and 
Agriculture Tuesday issued a 
report which said latest infor­ 
mation indicates farm and 
ranch lo sses w ill “ range 
anywhere from $500 million to 
$1.5 billion, with $800 million 
the most likely level.” 
Of the “likely” $800 million 
figure, it said. $500 million 
would represen t livestock 
industry losses 
Earlier, farm officials had 
estimated the decline in gross 
farm income would range from 
$12 to $1.4 billion. 
The report pointed out that 
the earlier loss projections 
were based on the belief that 
reduced amounts of water for 
agriculture would result in sub­ 
stantial decline in crop produc­ 
tion. 
But it said, “The present out­ 
look for California agriculture 
actually suggests that 1977 
production will be near or even 
above the 1976 level ” 


The report said the improved 
outlook was the result of 
farmers drilling for more water 
than expected and utilizing 
water-efficient irrigation tech­ 
niques along with additional 
irrigation w ater becoming 
available to the southern San 
Joaquin Valley through diver­ 
sion from Southern California 
urban use 


However, the department 
said “the most dramatic ef­ 
fe c t" of the drought on 
California agriculture will be a 
17 per cent decline in net farm 
income — the incom e the 
farmer has left after paying 
production costs and taxes. 


But even with the lower net 
return, it said, net farm income 
in 1977 “will still represent the 
fifth highest income level in 
history ”

When creativity was doled out, Her­ 
mine Egle got a double dose. 
The cozy, immaculate Egle home on 
North Y Street is decorated with exam­ 
ples of her talent: 


“ Anything I see, I want to try," says 
Hermine. 
And the results are usually successful, 
judging from the beautiful paintings, 
needlework, resin tables, cloth dolls, 
stuffed animals and various handicrafts 
unobtrusively displayed in the home 


One of Hermine s specialities is mak­ 
ing little seagulls perched on unique 
pieces of driftwood gathered from walks 
at the beach. 


“ I ’ve collected driftwood for a long 
time, thinking of different things to do 
with it," she savs. 


are made from a mixture 
baking soda and cornstarch 
Tht* 
recipe comes from the box of hakmg 
*oda, and can be used for many crafts: 
“ Mix two cups baking soda with one 
cup cornstarch 
Blend 
Then add I 1/« 


cups of cold water and mix until smooth. 
Boil one minute to consistency of moist 
mashed potatoes. Stir constantly. Spoon 
out on plate. Cover with damp cloth and 
cool. Knead lightly and roll out on wax 
paper." 


Hermine forms the cooled dough into 
the body of the seagull, and adds 
toothpick or pin legs while still soft, 
After the birds harden, she paints them 
with acrylic paints: The soft grays on 
the back, white chest and head, black 
eyes and yellow beaks 


Some of the birds are placed on 
dirftwood with a nest of tiny white eggs, 
others perched on the moorings of a 
(kick. 


Hermine whips up a batch of seagulls 
at a time. The Redwood Shop in Solvang 
has been selling the pieces for a year, 
and orders one or two dozen regularly 
from Hermine. 
Although there is no doubt a market 
for the item, Hermine says she doesn’t 
want to begin any type of constant 
business. 
“ That would tie me down," she says 
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Most of the birds are given to the 
Egle’s friends (especially those in the 
east) as an example of the California 
coast 


Hermine and her husband, Anton, 
moved to Lompoc from New Mexico four 
and one-half years ago Before living in 
New Mexico, the couple lived in New 
York 


The Egles moved to Lompoc when 
their daughter and son-in-law, Hedy and 
Jim K iern a n were a s s i g e d to 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
The Kier- 
nans and their son John have since been 
reassigned to Washington, D.C., but the 
Egles stay on in Lompoc 


“ I just love it," says Hermine. 
Anton is a retired building contractor 
and has painted for several years. (His 
excellent canvases* also decorate the 
home). Hermine says she just started 
painting two years ago, adding this skill 
to her repertoire 


In addition to their artistic hobbies, the 
Egles also enjoy traveling and fishing 
from the rocky coastline near the base. 


The effects of smaller families, chang­ 
ing roles of women, and the aging of the 
American population are showing up now 
at the dinner table and having significant 
impact at the supermarket.

Another significant consumer seg­ 
ment, the over-65 group, will reach an 
estimated 27 million by 1985, and will no 
doubt further increase growing accep­ 
tance of low cholesterol and low sodium 
foods 
By contrast, the youth market will 
shrink in the next 10 years, as the 
number of teen-agers drops 17 per cent 


An important trend likely to influence 
a flurry of new product introductions is 
the increase in the number of one and 
two-member families, which will con­ 
stitute 55 per cent of the total population 
in 1980

single or working couple

Solvang cinema 
decision coming 


A decision on environmental processing of the application for a 
cinema in Solvang may soon be reached as the result of payment of 
an environmental assessment fee by applicant William F. Luton 
Jr., it was learned today. 
The County Office of Environmental Quality (OEQ) revived 
work on Luton's application after a lengthy time lapse while 
awaiting the fee payment, it was explained. Luton resides in the 
Los Alamos area 
The key determination which will be made soon, it is felt, is 
whether OEQ now will require an Environmental Impact Report 
(E IR ) or merely require that a Negative Declaration (ND) will 
suffice at this time, pending a public hearing. 
County Environmental Coordinator Albert Reynolds is due to 
return next week from a vacation, and will confer with En­ 
vironmental Specialist Alan Manee about the future course for the 
theater application 
It was earlier felt that an E IR might be necessary, in view of the 
. controversy that has surrounded the application and its potential 
impacts on an open-air theater in the same area of Second St. 
Opposition to the Solvang Cinema plan has come from the Santa 
Ynez Valley Arts Association A motion picture theater on the 
proposed location would generate noise from traffic and movie 
theater patrons on the street that could disrupt the open air theater 
presentations, it was stated. 
Proponents favoring the cinema point out Santa Ynez Valley 
communities lack such a source of needed entertainment. 
Pump station project 
fails to attract bids 


After failing to receive a single bid for the installation of well 
pumps and construction of two pumping stations in the Los Olivos 
area, trustees of Improvement District No 1 of the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District are now in the process of ob­ 
taining quotations from the manufacturers for the purchase of the 
pumps. 
A spokesman for the district said that once the pumps are ob­ 
tained, bids will be called for their installation as well as the 
building of the two stations. 
The district had issued a second call for bids after only one bid 
from Valley Pump and Supply had been received. 
The district has already awarded a contract of $269,320 to Beylik 
Drilling, Inc.. of La Habra for the drilling of the two wells. Each 
well is expected to produce 1,000 gallons a minute which will ease 
the water shortage in the district, particularly in the Zone 3 area as 
well as for customers above the 950-foot level 
The U S 
Bureau of Reclamation, under emergency federal 
drought legislation, is providing the district with an interest-free 
loan of $240,000 to finance the wells, pumps and transmission lines 
District officials also noted that an adjourned meeting of last 
Friday has been continued to Thursday at 7 p.m in the district of­ 
fice. 3623 Sagunto Street in Santa Ynez.

NHL abruptly vetoes 
merger with WHA 


N EW YO RK (U P I) - Stung by the 
National Hockey League’s abrupt veto of 
a merger agreement, World Hockey As­ 
sociation officials Tuesday promised to 
reheat the bidding war which prompted 
both sides to seek an accommodation 


“ We are going ahead with plans for an 
eight-team league,” said New England 
Whalers' President Howard Baldwin. 
“ Let the NHL come to us in the future.” 
The N H L ’s board of governors 
rejected the proposed expansion plan to 
accept six WHA teams into a separate 
division of the NHL next season 
“ After very careful consideration,” 
said NHL President John Ziegler, “ the 
prepared plan of expansion failed to 
receive the required majority necessary. 
There will be no expansion for the 1977- 
’78 season.” 
The announcement may have signaled 
the end of the WHA, which five years ago 
began luring superstars and talented 
amateurs to its ranks, initiating a costly 
and often bitter rivalry 
“ They were obviously disappointed,” 
said Ziegler. “ But there is nothing to 
prevent them from appplying again next 
year.” 
Bitter WHA officials insisted this 
would not happen. Suffering in atten­ 
dance and recognition, they had ac­ 
cepted stern terms from the NHL Now 
they indicate they may use their last 
resources trying to establish themselves 
at the expense of the older league.” 
“ There is no way I would recommend 
to my board of directors that the Cincin­ 
nati Stingers ever again apply for a 
National Hockey League franchise,” 
Cincinnati 
Stingers' 
President 
B ill 
DeWitt Jr. said. 
“ We believe that the NHL was afraid

of the high caliber of our on-ice 
product,” Jacques McKeag of the Win­ 
nipeg Jets said “ We opened our books to 
them ... what has happened here today 
has turned us off completely.”

But the minority 
included Toronto Maple Leafs’ President 
Harold Ballard and outgoing league 
President Clarence Campbell. 
“The door is still open on the WHA is­ 
sue," said Campbell. “ It’s no secret that 
our league was very widely divided It ’s 
also no secret that my personal disposi­ 
tion was not in favor of a merger.”

Cey hit a one-hop smash off Capilla s 
glove that shortstop Dave Concepcion 
fielded but just missed getting in time to 
first baseman Dan Driessen. 
“ To m e." said shortstop Dave Concep­ 
cion, “ he was out all the way.

Raiders afraid 
of getting robbed?

The tipoff: 
It gets to be expensive, winning the Super Bowl. The Oakland 
Raiders gave out 110 championship rings to players, owners, 
coaches and assorted personnel — they are gaudily adorned with 
diamonds and each costs more than $2,000. That’s an outlay of 
more than a quarter of a million dollars. Most of the Raider 
players won’t wear them - afraid they’ll get ripped off. 


Q. What’s this about Joe Namath being the number two quarter­ 
back on the Los Angeles Ram s? Do you really think they’re 
serious? — J.F ., Anaheim, Calif. 
A. Just lip service. You don’t pay a couple of hundred grand a 
year, or whatever it is the Ram s are giving Joe Willie, just to have 
him sit on the bench. And that business of saving him for the 
stretch run to the Super Bowl is just a lot of baloney, too, because a 
team develops continuity with one quarterback. I think the Rams 
are just protecting themselves against the possibility of Namath 
being unable physically to play. And also to make Pat Haden, their 
young incumbent, feel better. 


Q What was the longest baseball game? What were the teams, 
and what was the score? — Joe Zoppala, Brea. Calif. 
A. The longest game ever played was between the Brooklyn 
Dodgers and Boston Braves on May 1, 1920 It went 26 innings and 
ended in a 1-1 tie. called on account of darkness. The real oddity 
was that starting pitcher Leon Cadore of the Dodgers and Joe 
Oeschger of the Braves each went all the way. 


Q How many teams has Reggie Jackson played for? — Allen 
Barton, Evansville, Ind 
A. I assum e you mean in the major leagues. The tally is now 
three — well, actually four if you consider the fact he started with 
the Kansas City A’s at the end of the 1967 season. They became the 
Oakland A’s in ’68 and he stayed with them through ’75, played with 
the Baltimore Orioles in 1976 and signed with the Yankees this 
year. In the minors, he made stops at Lewiston, Modesto and Bir­ 
mingham. 


Q. What did you think of the verdict in the George Atkinson sl­ 
ander case against the Pittsburgh Steelers and Chuck Noll? — 
R M , Savannah. Ga. 
A. The question is not what I think It’s what the jury thought. I 
do feel their verdict was heavily influenced by the fact that 
Atkinson had received bad publicity in a couple of previous scrapes 
that had brought him into court, publicity which had not damaged 
his career. However. I also feel that Coach Noll’s comments about 
“ a criminal element” were over-reactive. Finally, the whole 
mess, which resulted in Atkinson losing the case, could have been 
avoided if both parties had shown any kind of conciliatory attitude. 


Q. Before Tom Seaver was traded from the New York Mets, he 
said Los Angeles was one of four places he wanted to play. Did that 
include the California Angels, or was that strictly for the Dodgers? 
— W L Fischer, Santa Ana. Calif, 
A I’m not sure he meant only the Dodgers. It’s inconceivable 
Seaver would have been waived by every team in the National 
League so he could have been peddled over to the American 
League Angels 


Q Would you please explain the 3-4 defense that all the teams in 
the National Football League seem to be going to. and why its sud­ 
den popularity? — R.G., Elizabeth. N J 
A Nothing breeds success like success. The 3-4. which is really 
an offshoot of the old Oklahoma college football formation, uses 
three front linemen and four linebackers It was pioneered as a 
full-time alignment in pro ball by the Houston Oilers and New 
England Patriots a couple of years ago. but now that the Oakland 
Raiders used it to sweep to the Super Bowl last year, other teams 
are jumping on the wagon — San Diego. Philadelphia and Cincin­ 
nati are the latest. It shuts down passes with increased coverage 
and is still effective against the run, especially if you’ve got a 
linebacker like the Raider’s Ted Hendricks who can also step in 
front and perform like a lineman. 
Parting shot: 
Has there ever been an athlete who squandered his ability, his 
talents and even his reputation so profligately as Richie Allen, who 
just never could acclimate himself to the idea that rules for others 
also sometimes applied to him?

"This ambitious new plan 
will use every available dollar 
to provide a stable year-by-year 
highway 
construction 
pro­ 
gram ," said state Transporta­ 
tion D i r e c t o r Adriana Gian- 
turco. “ As was the case with 
our last spending program, we 
will be able to accomplish it 
without any increase in gas­ 
oline or other taxes.”

highw ay 
co m m is­ 
sioners last year charged the 


administration with hoarding 
rather than spending highway 
funds on important projects. 
But those commissioners have 
been replaced by appointees of 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
The spending plan was $700 
million higher than the six-year 
program prepared by the 
department last year. 
Under the program, nearly $2 
billion of the funds, represent­ 
ing 35 per cent of the total 
highway plan, would go for 
maintenance of the existing 
15.000 miles of state highway 
and freeway system. 
“The taxpayers of California 
have a tremendous investment 
in the existing highway system, 
and our first priority must be to 
adequately protect that in­ 
vestm ent.” 
Gianturco 
said 


What cost us $15 billion to con­ 
struct initially, would cost us 
$50 billion to replace today.” 


Nearly $13 billion or 20 per 
cent of the budget was ear­ 
marked for new construction. 
The figure represented a 41.7 
per cent increase over last 
year's new highway construc­ 
tion program. 


One of the key new projects 
recommended for construction 
was a four-lane freeway on 
Highway 101 south of San Jose. 
Because of a continuing string 
of fatal accidents on the 10-mile 
stretch the highway has been 
nicknamed “ Blood Alley.” 


Another recommended new 
project is a six-lane freeway in 
Fresno at a cost of $33 million.

PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) - A 
California attorney claims 6- 
year-old twins might be alive if 
the San Francisco district at­ 
torney’s office had not in­ 
terfered in child custody 
proceedings, a Portland news­ 
paper said Tuesday. 
The Oregonian said in a story 
by staff writer Robert Olmos 
that attorney Russ Bradley told 
the newspaper efforts of the 
children’s father to obtain 
custody of the slain girls were 
sidetracked by representatives 
of the district attorney’s office. 
Bradley was quoted as saying 
he represents Paul Compton, 
27, father of the children, Sylvia 
and Sandra, who were shot to 
death with their mother, Margo 
Edith Compton. 25, Sunday near 
Gaston, Ore. 
Bradley said when Compton 
filed for divorce from the 


children’s mother in March he 
also sought temporary custody 
of the children, filing affidavits 
charging that Mrs. Compton 
had been arrested on charges 
involving prostitution and nar­ 
cotics 


Bradley said after it was 
learned that Mrs. Compton was 
to testify at a San Francisco 
vice tria l effo rts w ere in­ 
creased to obtain custody of the 
youngsters for Compton. Brad­ 
ley said process servers were 
prevented from reaching Mrs. 
Compton by representatives of 
the district attorney’s office 
because she was under protec­ 
tion 


Bradley said he learned from 
the district attorney’s office 
then that Mrs. Compton’s life 
and those of her children were 
in danger. 
Sacramento lobbyists 
surprised by new tax 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - 
Legislative lobbyists who pride 
themselves on knowing the ins 
and outs of government have 
been caught unaware by an ob­ 
scure city business tax that 
could cost some of them as 
much as $120 annually. 
The approximately 600 regis­ 
tered lobbyists began receiving 
letters Tuesday from the City of 
Sacramento 
notifying them 
they would have to pay an an­ 
nual business license tax which 
was first approved three years 
ago 
Many members of the so- 
called “ third house’’ aren’t hap­ 
py about the levy and some are 
saying they may challenge it in 
court. 
“It’s a rip-off,’’ said Larry 
Taber, advocate for the Can- 
ners League of California “It’s 
just another way of gouging the 
people who work here.” 


Hardest hit will be independ­ 
ent lobbyists who handle the 
legislative affairs of several 
clients. If registered with the 
state for seven years or more 
they must pay $120 annually, 
from three to seven years, $80 
and up to three years, $40. 
Lobbyists who work for a 
firm will pay only $12 a year, 
because it is assumed their 
employers already are paying 
some form of business tax, ac­ 
cording to Frank Mugartegui, 
assistant city finance director. 
The only advocates exempted 
from the fees are those who 
work for government agencies 
“ My regret,” said Sacramen­ 
to County lobbyists Frank Mes- 
ple, “ is that it is not going to 
bother the big guys a bit. But 
it’ll hurt non-profit groups like 
the F riends C om m ittee on 
Legislation that are struggling 
already.”

A t 106 he still recalls

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Feisty Owen 
Jack More turned 106 today and the Salva­ 
tion Army folks planned a little party 
down at the Senior Activities Center. This 
is his story: 
“ I was born in Omaha where my mother 
died when I was 3 and at going-on 5 I was 
with my father in the wagon, heading into 
Abilene, when we got word that 15,000 In­ 
dians was battling General Custer at Little 
Big Horn 
“I said ‘Dad, we ought to go back up 
there and save them Indians!’ But he took 
me to a sod schoolhouse 17 miles this side 
of Coffeeville, Kan., instead 
“ By the tim e I was 12 I could file hand­ 
saws sharper than any man alive and tell 
you how many board feet was in your log, 
and how long before you could finish your 
house. 
“Later, we lit out back across the plain 
where the fall is one foot per mile and 
every now and then a tornado came along 
and dumped so much w ater it turned the 
wagon tracks into the damnedest gulleys 
you ever saw 
“ In the cool evening air we could see 
Denver’s lights twinkling eight days away. 
What a town Denver was! 
“ Above Leadviile, some boys said 
‘There’s a big old bruin down there in 
some briars and if you go set on that log. 
he’ll show up directly.’ I did and he did,all 
grizzly and 650 pounds, and kept walking 


towards me as I pumped lead into him. 
The lumberjacks come down and skinned 
him out. 
“We and the mules went on to Hell’s 
Hole, now called Jackson Hole, and Seat­ 
tle, and gradually down here to San F ran­ 
cisco Dad and I had an apartm ent for 
$12.50 a month with maid service and 
Italian groceries at both corners, up 
where Macy’s is now, and I was fixing 
breakfast before going to work at Simp­ 
son’s Lum ber Co. when the (1906) 
earthquake hit Dad said, ‘Let’s just go to 
Sacramento now, son’ so we did. 
“I married twice, the most beautiful 
women on earth and as bad a lot as they 
were beautiful, and I was a slave to tobac­ 
co until 1910, w hen a fa ir young 
Sacramento maiden said she wouldn’t go 
to a dance with me unless I swore off the 
noxious weed. I swore off forever and she 
stood me up I never saw her again. 
“ I filed saws and did every kind of 
machine work in every state including 
Alaska and Hawaii until I was 90, when I 
could still lift a 250-pound mower up on the 
grinder. I went to Hollywood and broke 
into the movies when I was 100. Now I 
cook my own steaks and chickens and I 
write a little ” 
“There are plenty of good women still 
out there and I’m going to find a healthy 
26-year-old to m arry me and give the tax­ 
payers something to remember me by.”

DEAR IDA — Yours is a very common problem and a 
hazard, too. I spoke with a shoe repairman who told me 
that many of today’s shoes have both plastic soles and 
heels and even changing the plastic heels to rubber will 
help the problem. Often the plastic soles can be changed 
to leather but this depends on the style of the shoe. Sand­ 
paper is often suggested for “roughening” the soles of 
shoes and works on composition soles but only makes 
plastic soles even slicker. —POLLY.

For the natural gas in­ 
dustry. the important thing in 
the 23-20 vote b v the 
Commerce Committee of the 
House of Representatives 
to retain price controls on gas 
was not the outcome, but the 
closeness of it For 23 years 
gas producers have been lob­ 
bying Congress to dismantle 
the

across state lines is subiect to 
a ceiling set bv the govern­ 
ment 
while gas sold inside 
the state in which it is produc­

The industry has long 
argued that this dual market 
produces serious shortages in 
the northern industrial states 
that need gas but lack wells of 
their own. and that it removes

and the sprinkled lawns of Los 
Angeles, it still is 
Throughout the West not 
only the topsoil, but now the 
subsoil, has lost its moisture 
Pasture and range lands are 
too dry everywhere, except in 
Nebraska and Kansas, 
in 
Wyoming, farmers are losing 
money on stock sent to 
market prematurely 
Water 
has become a political issue 


The Secretary of the Interior 
Cecil Andrus now mentions it 
with as much respect as other 
politicians mention energy 
There is already too little 
water, in many parts of the 
West, to sustain some in­ 
dustries There may be too lit­ 
tle in the near future to sus­ 
tain the new communities still 
mushrooming in Arizona, 
where individual water con­ 
sumption is the highest in the 
country 
In order to save water in 
C a l i f o r n i a , 
i r r i g a t i o n 
allowances to some areas 
have been cut already by 60

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Quadraphonic called casualty 
of battle between stereo makers 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
i t was doomed, absolutely 
doomed ” 
R egret edged William 
Anderson’s voice as he talked 
about quadraphonic sound, 
which not long ago had been 
touted in record industry 
advertising as a greater im­ 
provement than stereo in the 
quality and fidelity of musical 
reproduction 
Engineer, ar­ 
dent audiophile, and editor of 
Stereo Review, he continues 
to use quadraphonic, or four- 
channel, equipment both in his 
office and home. “ I ’ve 
become addicted to it,” he ad­ 
mits. 
“It didn’t matter which 
recording ompany signed 
which artists,” Anderson con­ 
tinued. “It you have two 
systems for making discs and 
equipment on the market at 
the same time, it isn’t going to 
work. Sooner or later, one is 
going to run the other out, or 
they’re going to run each 
other out of business, and that 
is exactly what they did " 
Behind the two systems 
were Columbia and RCA, 
relentless competitors since 
the early years of this century 
i RCA was Victor on its labels 
then). And behind their shared 
r e s p o n s ib ilit y for the 
quadraphonic fiasco was a 
history of com petitive 
merchandising which had 
almost backfired before 
Thirty years ago, for exam­ 
ple Columbia’s LP (long- 
playing) record, new on the 
market, had been challenged 
by RCA’s EP (extended play). 
Tlie first was a large record, 
turning at 33 revolutions per 
minute and using a small spin­ 
dle hole The second was a 
small record, spnning at 45 
rpm, with a big spindle hole. 
That fracas dragged on for 
several years before the 33 
rpm LP won out. While even­ 
tually the LP, which RCA and 
everybody else adopted, made 
a lot of money for the whole 
industry, the customers who 
were stuck with obsolete EP 
equipment were more than a 
little bit miffed. 
It is an axiom of business 
that the customer should not 
be allowed to remain satisfied 
for long That’s why fashions 
change so often, at the drop of 
a whim When people began to 
be content with their electric 
refrigerators, that industry 
introduced colors,

equipment and collections, 
though at least they could play 
the stereo records, but with no 
listening advantage. But 
sooner or later, most came 
around, spent the money, 
bought stereo equipment, and 
again the industry prospered. 
The problem, as things turn­ 
ed out, was that stereo was 
too successful. Volume of 
sales of “software” (records 
and tapes) and “hardware” 
(turntables, cartridges, 
amplifiers, speakers, etc.) 
were tremendous. Customers 
might trade up to more 
power, larger speakers or 
other goodies, but they were 
essentially happy with stereo. 
Such satisfaction, however, 
is intolerable to aggressive 
businessmen, so RCA, Colum­ 
bia and everybody else started 
looking for something new to 
spur the market. 
As editor Anderson ex­ 
plains, “ Engineers had 
tinkered with the record, the 
cartridge, the turntable, the 
speakers and the rest of the 
gear, so the last remaining 
variant for adjustment of the 
high fidelity was the listening 
room itself. 
“That was the one thing 
they could not tinker with, and 
it was the one thing that most 
interfered with reproducing 
tthe so-called concert hall 
sound This is the Holy Grail, 
if you like , a kind of realism, 
a sense that you are sitting in 
such-and-such a place listen­ 
ing to a performance of real 
music.” 


Stereo had moved in this 
direction by spreading the 
orchestra out. But even that 
was not strong enough to over­ 
come the limitations of most 
l i vi ng 
rooms 
which 
acoustically tend to be too 
bright or too dead or too 
“nothing.” 
The record companies 
reasoned, not entirely in­ 
correctly, that if two speakers 
had sounded better than one, 
four would sound better than 
two. Also, four channels carry 
more “information,” or sound 
signals, than two. So more of 
the acoustics of the hall in 
which the music had been per­ 
formed would come through 
on the record The listener, 
literally surrounded by the 
four speakers, would have a 
correspondingly strong feel­ 
ing of “presence.” 
This might have worked, 
which brings this electronic 


odyssey right back to old 
RCA-Columbia tug of war. 
Columbia was at work first on 
its matrix system, which 
related to technology already 
available in stereo. RCA 
borrowed a concept from AM 
radio, by superimposing an 
audio signal — a sound fre­ 
quency — on a rapidly 
vibrating radio frequency 
signal. 
___ 
In each instance, the 
American firms’ Japanese 
allies had much to do with 
developing the new systems — 
Sony for Columbia’s matrix, 
JVC for RCA’s CD4, or dis­ 
crete. 
“The net result,” concludes 
Anderson, “was that it killed 
the whole shooting match, 
because these two systems 
were completely incompati­ 
ble. There was no way of 
bringing them together.” 
The equipment industry did 
turn out some instruments 
that could handle both dis­ 
crete and matrix recordings. 
But the connection between 
the tonearm cartridge and the 
amplifier had to be changed 
entirely from stereo, or from 
any equipment that could han­ 
dle one of the two systems. 
That made a lot of hardware 
obsolete. 
The buying public, which 
seemed to like the idea of 
four-channel 
“ surround 
sound,’’ did not like the 
problems that came with it, 
like buying a whole lot of new 
hardware, paying more for 
the quad records and, perhaps 
more than anything else, junk­ 
ing some perfectly lovely 
stereo equipment. 
If there had been a single 
quad system, they might have 
gone along. But with matrix 
and discrete such a delicate — 
not to mention costly — union, 
and the memory of the old LP- 
EP war not entirely erased, 
the customers refused to be 
conned. 
But if you have a major in- 
v e s t m e n t 
in 
fancy 
quadraphonic 
equipment, 
don’t trash it. It sounds good 
on most stereo records. Quad 
experimentation still is going 
on, so the industry is not ready 
to admit defeat on the overall 
concept. 
And, predicts Anderson, 
audio engineers whose atten­ 
tion has drifted away from 
quad sound as we know it at 
this moment, are working on 
something that could be a 
m e ta m o r p h o s is 
of

in

fascinating, new form.

DM V outlines mo-ped 
driver qualifications 


Who can ride a mo-ped? 
That question has become 
almost as popular as the 
motorized bicycles themselves. 
A motorized bicycle as 
defined by California law is any 
two- or three-wheeled vehicle 
of less than two horsepower, 
which can be propelled by 
either human, electrical power, 
or gasoline engine and can 
reach a speed of not more than 
30 miles per hour. 


According to the Motorized 
B i c y c le A s s o c ia t io n in 
Washington, DC., there are 
about 20,000 mo-peds in Califor­ 
nia. Fifteen thousand have been 
purchased since January 1976, 
when the state law defining and 
regulating the use of motorized 
bicycles went into effect. 
The law requires anyone who 
rides a mo-ped to have either a 
valid California driver’s license 


or instruction permit. Persons 
with instruction permits must 
be at least 15V2 years old and 
have successfully completed 
driver education and driver 
training They may be ridden on 
one’s own private property 
without a driver’s license or 
permit, of course 
Unlike a car or a motorcycle, 
you don’t register a mo-ped 
with the Department of Motor 
Vehciles but they may be sub­ 
ject to local ordinances related 
to bicycles. So mo-ped owners 
are urged to check with their 
communities to see what the 
local ordinances have to say 
about licensing. Anyone who 
already has a drfver’s license 
needs no special examination in 
order to operate a mo-ped 
Financial Responsibility 
Laws apply to the operation of 
mo-peds just as they apply to 
any motor vehicles 


Things looking better now for 
sheriff w ho doesn't carry gun 


GOLDFIELD, Nev. (UPI) - 
The sheriff here wears dresses, 
doesn't pack a weapon and 
hasn’t made an arrest since 
taking office in January. 
Yet Sheriff Sarah Carter, 
Nevada’s first elected female 
sheriff, says things are starting 
to go her way after a rocky 
beginning 
“I had a lot of doubts whether 
I could handle it,” says Mrs 
Carter, “But it’s six months 
later and I'm feeling more con­ 
fident.” 
She is sheriff of Esmeralda 
County, a sprawling rural area 
with only a few thousand resi­ 
dents But she talks like she is 
preparing for a return to the 
rough and tumble times at the 
turn of the century when 
violence was a way of life in the 
once thriving mining town. 


“We re going to get a new car 
this year and bulletproof vests 
... two new shotguns ... and 
safety equipment we’ve never 
had before,” she says with 
pride. “And we’ve got a budget 
increase of $20,000 I have the 
county commissioners behind 
me.” 
Since she took office in 
January, there hasn’t been a 
felony arrest. Most of the 
problems are with marital dis­ 
putes or traffic violations, 
mainly drunk driving. She has 
acquired three radar guns in an 
effort to slow motorists who 
tend to zip through here ignor­ 
ing the speed limit. 
Mrs 
Carter told friends 
earlier that she would not seek 
another term because she was 
not satisified with the job. She 
says, “At times I have felt very 


low. ” But now she says she will 
run for reelection next year. 
“I’m feeling good right now 
and everything is going up. Talk 
to me next month and I may be 
crying all over your shoulder,^ 
she tells a newsman. “That’s 
the way this job is 
Nurse, legal secretary and 
housewife, Mrs. Carter had no 
law enforcement experience 
when she was elected last 
November to fill an unexpired 
two-year term 
There have 
been a lot of changes since then. 
For one thing, she has 
divorced her husband Harley 
Carter, a local attorney. In fact 
she acted as her own lawyer in 
filing the suit and processing it 
through the court in Tonopah. 
Part of the reason, but not the 
main one, she said was her job 
as sheriff.

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Urban wildlife specialist 
is a pioneer on horseback 


LAUREL, Md. (UPI) — The Pony Express is 
gone, but Aelred D, Geis is one government 
employe who still does some of his best work 
from the back of a horse. 
As part of his job, Geis (who is resigned to 
having his “old Anglo-Saxon" first name fre­ 
quently misspelled) rides one of his four horses 
around the curving pavements of the new town 
of Columbia, Md., and counts birds into a tape 
recorder in his hand. 
He is a pioneer. The Interior Department’s 
Fish and Wildlife Service swarms with resear­ 
chers, but Geis is the only one of them specializ­ 
ing in urban wildlife — the birds and animals 
found in cities and suburbs and. if Geis has his 
way, encouraged to nest in those places. 
A hulking six foot three, Geis, 48. son of a 
Chicago streetcar motorman, grew up watching 
nighthawks swooping down on apartment house 
roofs. 
He is an ardent hunter and fisherman who eats 
bullfrogs, lets poison ivy grow around his old 
farmhouse so birds can get the berries, refuses 
to cut his grass and keeps a bird feeder outside 
his office window here at the Patuxent Wildlife 
Research Center. 30 miles outside Washington. 
DC 
Ten years ago he was just another gamebird 
researcher 
Then a developer bought 14,000 
acres near his 20-acre farm and began building 
Columbia. Md 
Located between Washington and Baltimore 
with 45,000 residents today. Columbia is 
projected to grow to 100,000. 
Geis became intrigued by what would happen 
to the wildlife as old farmland was bulldozed 
into a city So he began his dawn-lit horseback 
rides to collect data on changing bird popula­ 
tions 
As fields and woods vanished and with an inva­ 
sion of housecats, Geis recorded “dramatic 
declines" in typical farmland bird species like 
bobwhites and mourning doves and “sharp" 
declines m field and woods species like eastern 
meadowlarks, red-winged blackbirds, grasshop­ 
per sparrows, wood thrushes and indigo 
buntings 
But the cardinals seemed unaffected by ur­ 


banization and such desirable birds as chipping 
sparrows, mockingbirds and song sparrows in­ 
creased in number, attracted by the fruit- 
bearing shrubs planted as people landscaped 
their new homes. 
Starlings and house sparrows, the “so-called 
nuisance birds” (only reluctantly does Geis 
acknowledge that any species can be a 
nuisance), were newcomers to the area. 
Geis’ research showed that shoddy construc­ 
tion and design work created plenty of open 
alcoves, eaves, attic vents and protected ledges 
and a habitat for nuisance birds and pigeons 
Tipped off by these observations, Columbia’s 
building inspectors learned to watch the starl­ 
ings to spot construction flaws 
Geis began thinking how communities could 
come into being without chasing away birds 
If he had his way, he says, cities would set 
aside wildlife areas to encourage birds and add 
variety to the urban environment. 
Thorny shrubs would be planted around 
thickets to keep people out and let nature take 
over. Dead trees, habitat to bugs and nests, 
would not be removed Grass under trees would 
not be mowed so that weedy, seedy “natural 
food plots" could evolve. 
In new subdivisions, builders would be told to 
leave behind the sediment ponds they create to 
prevent erosion In Columbia, ducks thrive in 
such ponds — and so do children. 
To Geis, the lawnmower is an offensive 
device. 
City fathers in Columbia, spurred by Geis. are 
permitting several hundred acres to go unshorn 
and to evolve into meadowland — home for such 
plants as crab apple, mulberry, cornflowers, 
oaks, daisies, brown-eyed susans, dogwood, and 
for the birdlife they bring 
Geis estimates the savings in mowing costs in 
the tens of thousands of dollars 
He says a 
meadow is far more interesting than a 
manicured lawn 
He notes there have been a few cases where 
householders were sued by neighbors for permit­ 
ting their lawns to go wild. 
“But the anti-let-her-goers always lost," he 
chortles. “Their batting average is zip ” 
A 21 -year college career 


RENO, Nev (UPI) — It took 21 years of per­ 
sistence and frustration before Katie Murphy 
won her college degree. 
Mrs Murphy represents a growing number of 
persons who begin or return to college long after 
graduation from high school, and who have to 
contend with various problems to achieve their 
educational goals. 
I had confidence I would finish, but I didn’t 
think it would take quite so long,” says Mrs. 
Murphy, who is 39 and the mother of three boys. 
It took so long because she is a wife and 
mother first, then a student. She tried to finish 
college six times, at as many institutions. At­ 
tending part time, she managed to make it to 
junior class standing four of those six times But 
just as she headed toward graduation, her hus­ 
band would be transferred by the telephone com­ 
pany for which he is an accounting manager. 
Undaunted, she would enroll in college in her 
new home town At the various institutions, she 
earned more than 200 college credits, nearly 
enough for two degrees. But not all the credits 
earned at a previous university could be 
transferred. Four times she had to go back to 
sophomore status. 
Why did she go to all that trouble0 


“It was just something I wanted to do for 
m yself,” she says. 
“It hasn’t been easy for my family, either The 
kids and Ken have had to sacrifice, but it has had 
a positive effect, particularly with the boys 
They have learned to be more self-sufficient 
When I wasn’t home, they turned to each other 
for support " 
There was the time Michael, 13. had a hole in 
his pocket, but Mom couldn’t sew it immedi­ 
ately because she was at school As a make-do 
solution, he stapled the pocket together 
When Rick. 12. became ill while she was gone. 
Michael became the doctor and acted according­ 
ly. He took Rick’s temperature, prescribed an 
aspirin, and sent him to bed 
Now that she has won her business degree 
from the University of Nevada, Reno, the boys 
have visions of never having to wash dishes, 
vacuum or dust again, and of seven course meals 
instead of quickies like creamed shrimp soup on 
toast 
Not so. she says 
“Responsibilities given can't be taken back. 
The house hasn’t been clean at both ends since I 
enrolled at UNR. but once I clean it. I intend to 
use my degree to get a job "

Tax deadlines 
for businesses 


The Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice. familiar with many of the 
problems that can surface in 
the life of a business owner, has 
a word of advice: Don t let an 
occasional concentration of 
business responsibilities cause 
you to m iss a federal tax 
deadline 
The IRS is open year-round to 
assist taxpayers with tax ques­ 
tions and problem s. Since 
businesspersons have a respon­ 
sibility to be aw are of the 
reporting, depositing and filing 
requirements governing their 
particular business, the IRS an­ 
nually prepares a tax calendar 
for business taxpayers, listing 
the predictable due dates for

(UPI) - Juan 
Olivarez methodically munched 
his way to the title of world 
champion jalapeno pepper 
eater. 
With the crowd of several 
hundred roaring “Juan, Juan, 
Juan" the 26-year-old Olivarez 
of Corpus Christi, Tex., finished 
his 90th of the mouth-searing 
peppers to win the "World’s 
Fifth Jalapeno Eating Contest” 
Saturday. 
“I feel all right. I paced 
m yself — no special treat­ 
ment,” he told the crowd of 
about 600 watching the event at 
the outdoor beer garden of Taco 
Flats, a dilapidated Mexican 
food cafe. 
Brad Amt, who won the title 
last year by eating 108 of the 
stomach- boiling peppers, drop­ 
ped out three minutes before 
the alloted hour was up. He 
managed to choke down 89 


jalapenos. 
Olvarez and Amt, 24, far out­ 
paced most of the rest of the 
more than 20 other contestants. 
Most of the entries — their 
faces beet-red — dropped out 
after eating fewer than 40 of the 
peppers. 
Amt offered some insight 
into the masochistic world of 
the pepper-eating contestant 
“ About halfway through, 
your eyes get red and watery," 
he said “ But if you eat two or 
three of them, it’s going to hurt 
just as bad as if you eat 12 or 15. 
“After the contest, the burn­ 
ing stops — until you go to the 
john.” he said “You feel like a 
dried-up prune afterwards. You 
want a lot of ice water at first 
because the salt content is so 
high 
“A lot of people try to throw 
them up afterwards, just to get 
rid of them,” he said

Exxon's travails 


Since its approval several 
years ago, the Exxon oil 
operations in Santa Barbara 
channel have been shrouded in 
c o n t r o v e r s y 
and 
c o r ­ 
respondence. 


Originally the giant corpora­ 
tion planned on sending the oil 
onshore for processing and 
then offshore again for the 
loading process onto tankers. 
Envi ronmental i s t 
groups 
waged a battle against that 
plan, however, requesting the 
company to send its oil south 
by pipeline rather than by 
ship. The fear was that the in­ 
creased tanker traffic in the 
c h a n n e l 
woul d 
f u r t h e r 
d e t e r i o r a t e an a l r e a d y 
somewhat threatened quality 
of air along the south coast. 


Exxon has been studying 
that idea, at the same time 
raising a myraid of objections 
to the proposal, and nothing 
much has happened. 
It has 
come to be believed, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, that Exxon has 
totally discarded the plan for 
processing onshore in favor of 
doing all of its work at the of­ 


fshore facility, which is 
located outside the boundaries 
of state control. 


Probably one of the main 
reasons for Exxon's decision 
to do that revolves around the 
threat of the pollution controls 
the state may have placed on 
the onshore facility, in addi­ 
tion to the onshore pipeline 
method of distribution from 
Las Flores Canyon. Now Exx­ 
on is about to find its efforts 
have been in vain. 
According to an exchange of 
correspondence between state 
and 
federal 
au t ho r i t i e s 
regarding 
Exxon's 
offshore 
f a c i l i t y , 
the 
c o m p a n y ' s 
tankers loading at that facility 
and operating within Santa 
Barbara Channel would fall 
under the air pollution control 
guidelines of not only the state 
of California, but also the 
county of Santa Barbara. This 
finding could well force Exxon 
onshore and into an onshore 
pipeline system 
C o u n t y 
a i r 
p o l l u t i o n 
authorities are due to meet 
next week with Environmental 


Protection Agency people and 
with State Air Resources per­ 
sonnel to go into the matter 
further. On the surface, it ap­ 
pears that under any circum­ 
stance, the state and therefore 
a county, can adopt controls on 
tanker traffic operating within 
a 12-mile limit of the shoreline 
if that traffic is using state 
ports. As Exxon will be using 
state ports to offload its oil, 
escape from county air pollu­ 
tion controls would seem to be 
unlikely. 
We supported the Exxon 
facility being onshore in Las 
Flores Canyon, provided the 
pollution controls placed on 
the facility were rigidly drawn 
and enforced. 
Exxon has 
chosen to go a different direc­ 
tion from that chosen for it by 
the voters of the county, and 
their reasons may well have 
been valid. However, our con­ 
siderations for the protection 
of Santa Barbara county and 
channel remain as adamant as 
they were three years ago, and 
we are happy to see the county 
and state doing what they are 
to protect that environment.

No request too obscure 


WASHINGTON - The Library of 
Congress offers our national legislators 
more than books to borrow. 
It also 
provides a research service whose 500 
harried researchers will check out 
anything that might arouse a congres­ 
sman’s curiosity, no matter how idle. 
What would House Speaker Thomas 
"Tip" O’Neill like to 
know about Swiss bank 
accounts? 
Are there 
some historical tidbits 
about the Hudson 
V al l e y that Rep. 
Hamilton Fish Jr., R- 
N.Y., could slyly drop 
as he travels around 
the area? 
Would s o m e o n e 
please complete a 
school project for the 
daughter of Rep. 
Ronald Bo Ginn, D- 
Ga ? 
How can vice President Walter 
Mondale find a foreign pen pal for a con­ 
stituent? 
What should Rep. Daniel 
Flood, D-Pa.. say to the Wyoming Valley 
Catholic Laymen's Retreat League? 
Whatever the inquisitive folks on 
Capitol Hill want to know, the Congres­ 
sional Research Service (CRS) will try 
to find the answers. Upon request, the 
researchers will spend up to 50 hours on 
a single project, They handle upwards of 
300,000 congressional inquiries annually, 
a service that costs the taxpayers about 
$20 million a year. 
All the answers are confidential and 
unavailable to the taxpayers who pay for 
the research. 
A CRS spokesman con­ 
tended that most of the inquiries are 
proper requests for information that con­ 
gressmen need in their work But some 
of the confidential requests we have seen 
are questionable. 
Some members of Congress have used 
the researchers, for example, to help 
privileged 
youngsters with their 
schoolwork. 
Rep 
Ronald Bo Ginn's 
daughter needed som e overnight 
research on prison reforms to meet a 
school deadline. Explains the confiden­ 
tial request slip: 
"For 
Member’s 
college-age daughter for a school project 


... 
A good bibliography would also be 
useful.” 
A spokesman said the research was 
really prepared for a friend of the con­ 
gressman’s daughter. It may have been 
improper, the spokesman conceded, to 
ask the CRS to expedite the research. 
But he insisted it was "appropriate” to 
request information for school-aged con­ 
stituents. 
Sen. 
Robert Byrd, D-W Va. would 
agree 
He has asked the research ser­ 
vice to provide his student constituents 
with everything from the state song of 
Georgia to charts of the United States. 
And Sen 
Herman Talmadge, D-Ga., 
ordered the CRS to help one of his aide’s 
offspring with college homework on the 
judicial system. 
Some legislators have sought personal 
information from the research service. 
Sen. Robert Dole. R-Kan., the 1976 
Republican vice presidential candidate, 
asked CRS for a genealogy of his family. 
From Speaker Tip O’Neill's office 
came a hush-hush request for informa­ 
tion about Swiss bank accounts. 
The 
researcher not only was informed it was 
"for personal use" but was also in­ 
structed not to submit a written 
response. He obediently telephoned the 
answers to O’Neill’s office, but first he 
wrote down the questions on a confiden­ 
tial request slip: 
"If staffer had funds in a Swiss bank 
and died, what problems would be en­ 
countered in the inheritor’s getting the 
money into the U.S.?” And this one: "If 
staffer had property in Bermuda and 
died, would estate taxes have to be paid 
to both Bermuda and Britain; or is there 
some kind of reciprocal agreement? 
What problems would there be?” 
A spokesman suggested the questions 
must have come from a constituent. The 
speaker also requested the score of the 
musical. "Carnival " 
Vite President 
Mondale wanted to know how a young 
constituent could find a foreign pen pal, 
age 13 to 16, preferably in Switzerland.

GOP drive paying off

( NEA) - The 
Republican Party’s fledgling campaign 
to loosen the traditional Democratic 
stranglehold on the loyalty of black 
voters could receive a significant test 
next month in Louisiana’s hotly con­ 
tested special congressional election 
An 
unprecedented 
$225,000 pro gr am 
which GOP National 
Chairman Bill Brock 
launched earlier this 
year to lure blacks to 
the Republican stan­ 
dard in selected target 
races has already 
p r o d u c e d 
s o m e 
modest results 
But the Louisiana 
congressional contest 
is the first where the 
distribution of the 
black vote could actually determine the 
outcome of an election. 
Blacks comprise just over 30 per cent 
of the electorate in the state’s First 
District, 
where Republican Robert 
Livingston is making his second try in 
less than a year to capture a congres­ 
sional seat that has been in Democratic 
hands since time immemorial. 
Livingston was defeated by just under 
5,000 votes last November when he 
challenged Richard A Tonry, who had 
won the Democratic nomination in a 
primary riddled with charges of vote 
fraud. Tonry ultimately resigned from 
Congress under fire, lost his second bid 
for nomination and pleaded guilty in 
federal court to campaign law violations 


Livingston’s new opponent for the 
August 27 special election is Ron 
Faucheux, a 26-year-old freshman state 
representative unscathed by the earlier 
Democratic scandals. 


Both national political parties are 
throwing massive amounts of money and 
manpower into the Louisiana contest, 
the fourth special election for Congress 
to be held this year. 


So far, the Republicans have won two 
out of three — capturing the seats 
formerly held by Brock Adams, ID- 
Wash , who is now President Carter’s 
secretary of transportation, and by Bob 
Bergland, D-Minn., now secretary of 
agriculture. Only the House seat 
previously held by U N 
Ambassador 
Andrew Young remained in Democratic 
control. 


Political handicappers here and in 
Louisiana rate the Livingston-Faucheux 
match a toss-up at this juncture. And 
they concede that the black vote could 
swing the election 


Last November, Livingston carried 
only about 3 per cent of the black vote. 
But this time, organizers from the 
Republican 
National Committee are 
working furiously to increase his show­ 
ing among blacks. 


Spearheading the effort are Robert 
Wright, a Columbus, Ga. dentist and city 
councilm an, and John McNeill, a 
political consultant also from Columbus, 
who were sifpied up by Brock to lead the 
GOP campaign for black support. 


Wright and McNeill were active 
earlier this year in the mayoralty race in 
Jackson, Miss , where the Republican 
candidate managed to pull an astounding 
41 per cent of the black vote.. It wasn’t 
enough to elect him, but it was hearten­ 
ing proof to the GOP National Commit­ 
tee that a genuine effort to court black 
voters could produce results. 


In the Seattle, Wash ., special election 
for Brock Adams’ old congressional seat, 
the black vote was relatively insignifi­ 
cant. But Wright and McNeill moved in 
anyway, and managed to cut the usual 9- 
to-1 Democratic margin among blacks to 
a 2-to-l edge This time, the Republicans 
won the election 
These small but discernible signs that 
the GOP drive for black votes is paying 
off at the polls have helped quell most of 
the grumbling within the party which 


greeted Brock’s original decision to 
challenge Democratic domination of a 
voting bloc that can be crucial in certain 
elections 


If the Republicans can take the 
Louisiana seat in next month’s election 
with some modest slice of the black vote, 
Brock’s judgment would be clearly vin­ 
dicated
